Claim Objections 

Claims 1 1 and 14 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. Claims 1 1 and 14 
are drawn to structural limitations whereas claim 4, the parent claim, is drawn to a 
method claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. 
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Claim 10 recites the limitations "the first member" in line 2 and "the second 
member" in line 3. There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the 
claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4, 9, 12, and 13 are allowed. 

Claim 10 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the limitations of a method of securing in abutment two tubular metal members 
including the steps of forming at least two first holes in one wall of each metal member, 
acting through the first holes so formed to burst second holes in opposite walls of the 
members and forming outwardly extending collars with screw threading, and engaging 
the collars of the other of the metal members in the first holes of one of the metal 
members, now included in independent claim 4 and combination with the other 
elements recited in the claim, is not found in the prior art of record. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.

Hofmann et al. disclose a 
system for connecting mounting rails.
